“Oh, my God, were people concerned,’’ 
said county Civil Defense director Elmer 
Shenk. “It looked like a major storm, and 
that’s all we would have needed.” 


The city was evacuated shortly before the 
storm, which set off mudslides in several 
areas. Winds up to 65 miles an hour whipped 
up caked mud, cutting visibility to 100 
yards. 
The National Weather Service forecast 
good weather for the weekend, however, 
giving cleanup crews hope that they would 
be able to resume work in earnest. 
“There is hardly anything that creates 
the mess a flood creates,” said Jack Min- 
notte, chief of the UJ3.

The Corps said damage in Johnstown 
alone would exceed $117 million. 
“Had we not built the flood control project 
in Johnstown after the 1936 flood, those 
da,ages today would be $465 million.” said 
Hferman Lardieri, a flood plain manage­ 
ment expert. 
President Carter declared the region a 
federal disaster area on Thursday and 
dispatched special assistant Greg Schnei­ 
ders to serve, as Schneiders described it, as 
the President’s “eyes and ears.” 
Richard Sanderson, staff director from 
the Federal Disaster Assistance Adminis­ 
tration, was assigned to coordinate federal 
relief efforts.

Given this history, at the very 
least there’s reasonable doubt 
that the Wilmington 10 com­ 
mitted the crime for which they 
were convicted. At worst, there 
was perjured testimoney, 
proeectorial misconduct and 
jucicial intemperance. The case 
to a disgrace to American 
justice as well as godsend to 
Soviet propagandists. 
It doesn’t follow, however, 
that 
President 
Carter’s 
criticism of human rights 
violations in the Soviet Unfa» 
are invalid because human 
rights have alto been denied in 
North Carolina. It's worth 
noting that the American preas 
to as free to report on the 
Wilmington case as it is on the 
harassment of Soviet dissidents.

LOUIS (AP) — The General Accounting office is ques­ 
tioning the safety of the Clarence Cannon Dam in northeast 
Missouri, according to a report in Friday's St. Louis 
GlgbeDemocrat. 
GAO investigators found that "defective” fill with excessive 
moisture was used in the dam foundation and "a buried river 
channel” was discovered in the foundation, the GAO said in a 
report toCongrees. 
The $232 million water project, being built by the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, is one of the state's largest and most costly, 
the newspaper said. 
Assistant Army Secretary Charles R. Ford stated in a letter in 
the GAO report that the design has been altered "as needed” 
(airing constriction "to account for conditions revealed during 
construction to insure a safe product” 
However GAO said: "In our view the question of dam safety 
has not been completely resolved, particularly in light of the 
cunent concern over dam safety, and w ill remain so until the 
project is evaluated Independently. 
"Therefore we recommend that the secretary of the Army 
obtain an evaluation of die overall safety of the project from an 
«xp«rt, independent consultant. ”

WASHINGTON iNEA — When the professional politicians 
began to analyze which seats in the House of Representatives 
might be considered'marginal” in next year's elections, thev 
noticed something strange: The list included the 19th con­ 
gressional district of Texas. 
“ Marginal district” is a term of art among politicians, 
referring to a House district where the current occupant is 
considered vulnerable because he or she received less than 55 
per cent of the vote in the last election. 
The list invariably is dnmin. ted by freshman and 
sophomore representatives whose names and ac­ 
complishments are vague in the voters' minds plus a scatter 
ing or ideologues whose affinity for the distant right and left 
edges of the political spectrum often means the sacrifice of 
Job security. 
in theory. Texas' 19th district has no place on that list 
because ever since it was created in 1934 it has been the «ok 
virtually undisputed property of one man - Rep. George H. 
Mahon, a lanky, soft-spoken Democrat who is the dean' ol 
the House and chairman of its powerful Appropriations Com­ 
mittee 
Mahon has been elected to 22 consecutive terms, and in 16 of 
those contests he had no Republican opposition. When the first 
foolhardy GOP opponent surfaced in 1946. Mahon walked off 
with 94.6 per cent of the vote. Four years later, he slipped a bit 
and captured a mere 93.9 per cent of the vote against another 
hapless Republican. 
Three other opponents surfaced in the early 1960s. but only 
one even came close to gaining a third of the vote in the barren 
but oil-rich West Texas district whose only sizeable cities are 
Lubbock, Midland and a portion of Odessa. After handily dis­ 
posing of that trio of pretenders to the throne. Mahon was 
reelected without opposition for another five consecutive 
terms. Last year, the manager of an Odessa brokerage house 
decided to take his chances against Mahon. 
Conservative Republican Jim Reese captured 45 4 per cent 
of the vote. Mahon, with the remaining 54 6 per cent, plunged 
. overnight from political patriarch of the Permian Basin to 
"marnnal" congressman.

followed the Mjihon-Reese contest. “Mahon admits to being 76 
and a lot of people suspect he's even older. They Just decided it 
was time for a chance.” 
Early this month, Mahon unexpectedly disclosed that he will 
retire at the end of his current term. Moet of the news ac­ 
count* of Ids announcement failed to mention the con- 
graHman’s little-publicized brash with political dofeat. 
But Mahon isn't the first House veteran to sec the 
handwriting on tha watt. In recent years, several committee 
chairmen have elected retirement rather than face the poten­ 
tial ignominy of voter refection in their senior years. 
Those who didn't understand that seniority had been 
braMformad from an asset to a liability - men such as Reps. 
Emanuel Celler of New York and Wayne N. Aapinall of 
Colorado - suffered the disgrace of defeat. 
Others were unceremoniously dumped from their chair­ 
manships by an irreverent group of young legislators Two 
once-powerful chairmen - Reps Wilbur D Mills of Arkansas 
and Wayne L. Hays of Ohio — loft town hi disgrace after 
highly publicised scandals.

Blood drive hours are from noon until 6 
p m. and parking will be available behind 
the nurse's residence and in the parking lot 
of the First Christian Church. Signs will be 
posted to direct donors to the parking areas. 
Jones said the blood-giving process will 
take from 30 to 45 minutes and there will be 
adequate personnel at the station to handle 
all donors. 
“It's a gift of love from one person to 
another," he remarked. 
Under the Red Cross program, persons 
being treated at one of the hospitals in the 
region must pay only the administrative 
cost of receiving the blood. Hie Red Cross 
will make arrangements to replace units of 
blood used to treat patients livii# in its 
region in a non-member hospital if the 
hospital will accept the blood. 
Although the Red Croas would probably 
not withdraw its «blood supplies from the 
hospital if the obligation of the community 
is not met, the people of the area have a 
responsibility to put their share of blood 
back into the system, Jones said. 
"Whatever blood is used by (the people in 
Southeast Missouri must be supplied by the 
people in Southeast Missouri," Jones said. 
Dr. Rosenstein says first-time donors, 
which any blood drive hopes to attract in 
addition to persons who have given blood 
before, tend to be hesitant to donate. 
While some care must be taken not to 
over-exert yourself following a blood 
donation. Dr. Rosenstein said the body has 
its own system for replacing the blood 


donated and problems seldom arise. 
The body will replace the blood volume 
within 24 hours of a donation. The red cells 
take more time and are usually replaced 
within a five-week period. The hemoglobin 
count only drops to about eight per cent, he 
said, which is not low enough to present any 
problems. 
When a donor enters the donor station, he 
registers, giving data about himself. An 
interview follows in which the donor’s 
medical history is recorded and he is then 
taken to the examination area where his 
blood pressure, pub« and other items are 
checked. 
The actual withdrawal of blood takes 
from five to 10 minutes and is done by 
registered nurses trained by the Red Cross. 
This is followed by a short rest period on the 
table end then the donor receives some type 
of fluid as a refreshment 
Some persons, such as anyone who has 
had hepatitis, or has severe heart disease, 
ere ineligible to give blood. Anyone 17- 
years-old needs the written consent of 
parents to be a donor. 
A general rule to follow is that if you are 
from 17 to 65 years old and in good health, 
you are able to give blood. 
The special blood drive is a community 
project endorsed by Missouri Delta Com­ 
munity Hospital. Jones says the hospital 
has had a much more effective system of 
obtaining blood under the Red Cross 
Program and says blood from commercial 
banks tends to have a higher incidence of 
hepatitis.

Judge James Riley of the 
Cole County Circuit Court said 
in the order that based on peti­ 
tions from attorneys for more 
than 200 grocery stores and 
four hours of court testimony 
last week, he found that the 
markets “would suffer irrepa­ 
rable harm, loss and damage if 
this temporary injunction were 
not issued." 
The order means that the 
stores can continue operating 
the games without fear of hav­ 
ing their liquor licenses sus­ 
pended or revoked until further 
action is taken by the court. 
Judge Riley set no date for a 
full hearing on whether to 
make the order permanent. 
Liquor Control Supervisor Al­ 
bert Letz had advised the 
stores in June to halt the game 
because he believed operation 
of it could violate two liquor 


regulations. One prohibits oper­ 
ation of lotteries by businesses 
licensed to sell liquor and the 
other prohibits advertising pro­ 
motions in conjunction with ad­ 
vertisements for liquor. 
At the hearing last Friday, 
Letz testified that based on the 
investigations his office has al­ 
ready made, he feels the games 
do violate those regulations 
Violations would subject the 
stores to either suspension or 
revocation of their liquor li­ 
censes. 
But attorneys for the stores 
and the company that devel­ 
oped the games, claiming they 
had received assurances from 


the state earlier this year that 
the games were legal, said 
none of the advertisements for 
the bingo games ever included 
ads for liquor and that the 
game did not constitute a lot­ 
tery. 
They also said grocery store 
officials had attempted to re­ 
vise some provisions of the ad­ 
vertisements to meet objections 
of state officials. 
If Letz were allowed to penal­ 
ize the stores, food market offi­ 
cials have said they would halt 
the games, costing them not 
only more than $250,000 but 
also the good will of their cus­ 
tomers. 
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Doctors develop heart gauge 


COLUMBIA -- Doctors at the 
University 
of 
Missouri- 
Columbia Medical Center and 
Truman Veterans Hospital are 
helping develop a new method of 
gauging a heart’s pumping 
action. The method could 
determine 
whether a heart 
attack victim needs surgery. In 
the next two or three year», 
doctors say it could replace 
con ven tion al 
cardiac 
catheterization techniques. 
This new process, known as 
Gated 
Cardia Blood 
Pool 
Imaging 
(GCBPI), 
involves 
injecting radioactive dye into a 
vein in a patient’s arm. The 
blood flow carries the dye into 
the heart. Doctors can then use a 
computerized machine similar 
to a Geiger counter to determine 
how efficiently the heart pumps 
blood to other parts of the body. 
In catheterization, dye is 
injected into the heart itself by a 
hollow tube that is threaded 
through an artery into the heart. 


“Several research projects 
have gone into developing this 
new process,’’ said Dr. Masood 
Ahmad, 
a 
cardiologist at 
Truman Veterans Hospital. “No 
one person is responsible for 
developing it. We’re looking for 
a 
noninvasive 
method 
of 
measuring heart patterns that 
would 
replace 
heart 
catheterization.” Research to 
help perfect the process is 
supported by funds from the 
Missouri Heart Association. 
Dr. Ahmad told a group of 40 
Heart Association fund-raising 
volunteers 
at 
their 
annual 
meeting in Columbia in June 
that 
GCBPI 
has 
several 
potential benefits over cardiac 
catheterization. The patient is 
not exposed to the discomfort 
and risk of minor surgery, and 
also receives less radiation. It is 


less costly and more convenient 
for the patient since this method 
does 
require 
him 
to 
be 
hospitalized 
GCBPI 
has 
potential 
ap­ 
plications in all areas of cardiac 
diagnosis. But cardiologists are 
hopeful that it wUl play a major 
role in the diagnosis of a ven­ 
tricular 
aneurysm 
and 
its 
severity. An aneurysm is a 
bulging out of the heart muscle 
wall, caused when scar tissue 
that forms following a major 
heart attack 
is not strong 
enough to resist the pressure 
within the heart The heart with 
an 
aneurysm 
may 
become 
inefficient at pumping blood. 
Blood that normally would be 
pushed into arteries backs up 
into the lungs. The lungs then 
become congested, causing the 
patient to become short of 
breath. 
About 20 per cent of heart 
attack 
patients 
develop 
aneurysms, but most do not 
cause problems that are serious 
enough 
to 
be 
corrected 
surgically. And not all patientts 
who are operated on for 
aneurysms benefit from the 
operation. 
A 
procedure 
developed in 1975 by Medical 
Center 
cardiologists 
allows 
physicians to be selective as to 
which patients will benefit frorfi 
surgery. 
By measuring 
the 
volume 
of 
blood 
in 
the 
aneurysm, and that pumped by 
the remainder of the heart, the 
function of the heart after the 
aneurysm has been removed 
can 
be 
predicted. 
Heart 
catheterization 
and 
X-ray 
techniques are required for this 
procedure, which is now used in 
many medical centers around 
the country. Medical Center 
cardiologists 
hope 
that 
the 
GCBPI process may replace 
cardiac catheterization in the 


exploration 
of 
ventricular 
aneurysms. 
Cardia care facilities at the 
Vaterans 
Hospital and 
the 
Medical Center were toured by 
the Heart Association volun­ 
teers, as they followed the case 
history of a man who had un­ 
dergone surgical treatment for 
ventricular aneurysms at the 
Medical Center in November, 
1975. 
Russell Metzger, a 75-year-old 
farmer from Moberly, had a 
massive 
heart 
attack 
in 
February, 
1975, 
and 
three 
months later, developed two 
large aneurysms on the left side 
of his heart. Using the method 
developed 
at the Medical 
Center, in doctors found that he 
would benefit from removal of 
the aneurysms, and that one of 
the aneurysms was of a very 
rare type which was about to 
rupture. 


“I think I’m a pretty lucky old 
boy to be alive today,” Metzger 
said at the Heart Association 
meeting. “I’m on top of the 
world.” 
In the future, the medical 
center and Veterans Hospital 
cardiologists hope that many 
persons like Metzger will benefit 
from the measurement of heart 
volume and from the GCBPI 
process. 
“Behind advances like these 
which have been developed here 
are years of basic research by 
many 
investigators,” 
Dr. 
Richard Martin, director of the 
division 
of 
cardiology 
and 
Metzger’s cardiologist at the 
Medical Center, told the Heart

“Without the knowledge ob­ 
tained from basic research over

INSIDE LAS VEGAS. By 
Mario Puzo. Grosset & Dunlap. 
253 Pages. $14.95. 
For those mildly interested in 
Las Vegas but with no great 
desire to go to the neon city to 
satisfy that yen, Mario Puzo’s 
"Inside Las Vegas” ought to 
prove a satisfactory substitute. 
Puzo, author of the best-sell­ 
ing “The Godfather,” tells in 
c h a t t y , relaxed, anecdote- 
loaded prose everything anyone 
could possibly want to know 
about Las Vegas and his text is 
reinforced as well as envli- 
vened by an abundance of pho­ 
tographs — both in black and 
white and in color — that are 
largely excellent. 
Starting out as a dusty little 
town with little to recommend 


it, as Puzo tells it, Las Vegas 
has had an amazing growth in 
recent years due, of course, to 
the fact that it has legalized 
gambling. There is, says Puzo, 
no other reason for its exis­ 
tence. “It is a desert in the 
middle of nowhere. It has no 
virtues of climate or natural re­ 
sources. It has no ancient his­ 
tory or scenery to beguile the 
tourist,” And yet, “In 1975 over 
nine million people visited Las 
Vegas.” 
Why all these people went to 
Las Vegas is one part of Puzo’s 
narrative. Acting as counter­ 
point, is Puzo’s description of 
the people who live in Las 
Vegas and earn their living 
from the money left in the area 
by the visitors. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Se­ 
curity for a nationwide commu­ 
nications system linked to gov­ 
ernment computers is so poor 
that a private insurance com­ 
pany could file false claims for 
federal welfare checks and go 
undetected, 
federal 
auditors 
say. 
Thirty-three federal agencies 
have 2,190 terminals on the Ad­ 
vanced Record System, which 
auditors from the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare said has serious weak­ 
nesses. 
“Security 
procedures 
and 
controls over data transmitted 
through the ARS network need 
to be strengthened to prevent 
use of the system for unauth­ 
orized purposes,” an audit said. 
The communications system, 
run by the General Services 
Administration, receives mes­ 
sages from agencies' terminals 
and sends them to their proper 
designations. 
For instance, a claim for 
Supplemental Security Income, 
federal welfare for the aged, is 
filed at a local Social Security 
office. The request for payment 
would be typed on a terminal 
and transmitted to the comput­ 
er system, which in turn would 
send it to the Social Security 
computer in Baltimore. 
But the system cannot tell 
which terminal is sending a 
message. A deliberate attempt 
to disguise a terminal’s identity 
can succeed. 
The auditors used a terminal 


in Washington, but not a Social 
Security terminal, to test the 
system with requests for Sup­ 
plemental 
Security 
Income 
claims directed at the main So­ 
cial Security computer. 
“We found that the SSA com­ 
puter rejected the messages 
when the sending terminal’s 
(codes) were used. However, 
when the (codes) of an SSA 
field office were used, the mes­ 
sage was accepted and the ... 
claim 
was 
established 
and 
processed for payment,” the 
audit said. 


The audit, released by Reps. 
John 
Moss, 
D-Calif., 
and 
Charles R,se, D-N.C., did not 
say fraudulent claims had been 
entered in this manner, only 
that it could be done. 


The Social Security Adminis­ 
tration said in response on the 
audit that its procedures should 
prevent 
issuance of checks 
based on such false entries. But 
the agency admitted its proce­ 
dures are not foolproof. 


The agency is the largest 
user of the system, employing 
about 1,200 terminals for Social 
Security, SSI, Medicare and 
other programs. 
Some private insurance com­ 
panies which help administer 
Medicare at the state level 
have terminals hooked to the 
system.

Joseph Teasdale named 
Mrs. Slavin to the $28,000-a- 
year post July 8, and she began 
her tenure on the five-member 
commission July 13. 
However, her controversial 
appointment will come up for 
confirmation by the Missouri 
Senate at the scheduled special 
legisltive session Aug. 10, which 
Teasdale called last week to 
settle the deadlock over a new 
state prison. 
The 
47-year-old St. 
Louis 
County housewife and mother 
of four is expected to face 
tough opposition in the Senate, 
where several senators have 
said she is too anti-utility. 
Although Teadale has de­ 
clined to say he was confident 
she would be confirmed, the 
governor has pledged to fight 
for her confirmation. 
For her part, Mrs. Slavin has 
said she was prepared for Sen­ 
ate rejection, but would "do my 
duty as I see it,” despite the 
open hostility of some of the 
senators. 
But as the situation was sum­ 
med up by Senate Majority 
Leader John Schneider. D-St. 
Louis: “She’s either approved 
during this special session or 
that’s it.” 
Schneider pointed to the al­ 
ready 
announced 
opposition 
from several senators and said 
Mrs. Slavin faced a couple of 
hurdles before the full chamber 
would even take a final vote on 
her appointment. 
"Her first step is the Guber­ 
natorial 
Appointments 
Com­ 
mittee,’’ said Schneider, adding 
that the committee’s approval 
was an essential ingredient for 
final Senate approval 
Along with that, Mrs. Slavin 
must also have a senator spon­ 
sor her appointment, which is a 
traditional Senate courtesy. 
“Her appointment could die 
for lack of a sponsor," Schnei­ 
der added. 


Republican Sen. A. Clifford 
Jones of Ladue has suggested 
Mrs. 
Slavin’s 
appointment 
could come to the Senate floor 
for a full vote without the Ap­ 
pointment Committee’s okay. 
The senators could take care 
of her appointment in much the 
same way as they handled the 
1975 nomination of Rodney Mil­ 
ler to the commission by for­ 
mer Gov. Christopher Bond. In 
that instance, the appointments 
panel 
turned 
down 
Bond’s 
choice of Miller, but the com­ 
mittee sent the matter to the 
floor, where the Seanate later 
rejected it. 
The question of where Mrs. 
Slavin resides also is expected 
to figure in her appointment. 
Some senators have raised 
questions about Mrs. Slavin’s 
initial plans to continue living 
at her Clayton home, which is 
in Jones’ district, and commute 
to Jefferson City for her PSC 
job. 
Traditionally, the senator in 
whose district the appointee re­ 
sides sponsors the appointment 
before the Senate, but Jones 
said he was opposed to Mrs. 
Slavin serving on the commis­ 
sion. 
Still. Jones did not rule out 
the possiblity of sponsoring her. 
“But I would vote against 
her, 
he added. “I have never 
voted for a utility hater or a 
utility lover.” 
Jones said under state law, a 
commissioner must live in Jef­ 
ferson City, so he considered 
the matter “all up in the air” 
until Mrs. Slavin’s residency 
was settled.

Charisma tics claim movement 
bringing unity to Christianity 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - A 
multitude of about 45,000 “spir­ 
it-filled" Protestants and Ro­ 
man Catholics on Wednesday 
night sang, prayed and cheered 
proclamations that God is doing 
a “new thing” to unite and re­ 
new Christianity for a new age. 
It was the opening of the 
first, full-scale ecumenical con­ 
ference of the nation’s chari­ 
smatic believers. They massed 
in Kansas City’s Arrowhead 
Stadium, lifting their arms sky­ 
ward in praise of the Lord. 
“An astonishing and historic 
occasion,” the Rev. Dr. How­ 
ard P. Courtney, a classical 


Pentecostal leader of Glendale, 
Calif., told the mixed throng 
drawn together by a common 
spiritual experience. 
"It is the fulfillment of the 
mighty flowing power of God. 
Bringing us all together in 
these times for the glory, honor 
and praise of Christ.” 
Not before in modern history 
had all three wings of the 
movement 
met 
jointly, 
in­ 
cluding old-line Pentecostals 
and the “neo-Pentecostals” or 
charismatics that have surged 
recently both in main line Prot­ 
estantism and Catholicism 
“It is the largest grass roots 
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ecumenical manifestation in 400 
years," declared Catholic theo­ 
logian Kevin M. Ranaghan of 
South Bend, Ind., the confer­ 
ence chairman. 
From a yellow draped flood­ 
lit platform on the football 
field’s 40 yard line he said, 
“Unity is a here and now real­ 
ity, 
growing 
by leaps and 
bounds. The Lord has called us 
to be one people.”

Gallup says U.S. may be 
in early stage of revival 


NEW YORK <AP) 
Pollster 
George Gallup Jr. said today 
that recent surveys have found 
mounting evidence that the 
United States “may be in an 
early stage of a profound reli­ 
gious revival." 
Writing in the June issue of 
the Journal of Current Social 
Issues, Gallup said evidence for 
his suggestion included a rise 
in church attendance in 1976, 
for the first time in nearly two 
decades. 
He said his survey showed 42 
per cent of Americans attended 
church or synagogue in a typi­ 
cal week. 
“Our surveys also showed 
church membership to be on 
the upswing during the year, 
with about seven in 10 now de­ 
scribing themselves as church 
members," he wrote. 
He said six in 10 persons sur­ 


veyed now say their religious 
beliefs are “very important” 
and he cited as further evi­ 
dence of revival the consider­ 
able interest in what he termed 
experimental religion, such as 
mysticism, yoga and transcen­ 
dental meditation. 
He 
said 
the 
evangelical 
movement appeared to be “pro­ 
viding a powerful thrust” for 
the current religious revival. 
But Gallup said the surveys 
suggested that America may be 
only “superficially religious" 
with religion on the upswing, 
“while “morality is losing its 
influence.” 
He said that while 94 per cent 
of persons responding to Gallup 
interviews said they believed in 
"God, or a universal spirit,” 
only 44 per cent said they had 
“a great deal of confidence in 
organized religion.”

steady, it is pointed out, with

outcome 
determining 
whether you fulfill your own 
selfhood or fall victim to sur­ 
rounding influences.

Children of God have found a 
new home away from home 
and a new prophet in his own 
country 
— 
Col. 
Moammar 
Khadafy, Libya’s deeply reli­ 
gious Moslem president 
Exiles from the cult phe­ 
nomenon in the United States, 
some members of the group 
are receiving moral and mate­ 
rial support from Libya in their 
supervised search for God and 
fight against drugs, alcohol and 
the “world’s corruption.” 
Col. Khadafy, who has made 
the Koran the base of Libyan 
law, was interested enough in 
the movement to meet several 
times with its leaders, to house 
them for a period, and even to 
write a song which the “chil­ 
dren” have performed through­ 
out the country, and in their 
communes in other lands 
They now spell his name 
“Godhafi,” to do him special 
honors and see him as a Christ- 
like or Mohammed-like figure 
“Do as I do. I pray to God. 
I’m very happy because I found 
the road with Allah, Allah, Al­ 
lah,” says the first verse of 
Khadafy’s song. It is addressed 
to the industrialized nations of 
the world, and goes on: 
“You hate Negros. You do 
not pray. You are not good. 
You have lost your way. Your 
life is falsehood. Without Allah, 
Allah, Allah." 
Although few of the Children 
of God speak Arabic, their well- 
kempt, 
clean-shaven 
habits 
have made them something of 
a hit in Libya with their guitar- 
strumming and flute-playing 
band. 
They performed recently at 
an international fair, and give 
shows at local restaurants, with 
opening pieces such as “Chuk- 
ran Allah" (Thank you Allah) 
and the old U.S. hit, “Bye, Bye, 
Miss American Pie,” which 
they regard as a theme song 
for their gradual exodus from 
the United States, which they 
have declared doomed 
The movement was started 
about 1969 by a Californian 
named David Berg, whom his 
followers regard as a prophet 
and call Moses. His "Mo” let­ 
ters anticipate, a violent end to 
developed nations 
The group, which settled tem­ 
porarily in Texas, gradually 
spread elsewhere They change 
their names, adopting Scriptur­ 


al identities, getting support 
from merchants, parents, street 
donations and sales of “Mo” 
tetters. 
They’ve appeared at various 
public places, including the 
United 
Nations, 
dressed 
in 
sackcloth, their faces daubed 
with ashes, symbolizing the 
coming doom. 
They have a French pop mu­ 
sical group, “Les Enfants de 
Dieu,” which has produced sev­ 
eral 
records, 
and 
they’ve 
recorded commercial cassettes 
in 
Brazil. 
They 
have 
dis- 
coteques in Rome and Athens 
and run an antidrug center in 
Amsterdam. 
Berg claims the group has 
250,000 
converts 
worldwide, 
with 5,000 full-time workers in 
“colonies” proselytizing in 60 
countries. But they’ve run into 
considerable 
opposition, 
in­ 
cluding accusations of “brain­ 
washing” in the United States 
and have been expelled from 
Lebanon and Madagascar. 
“We are the first children's 
crusade and probably the last 
one before God’s destruction of 
this wickedly wordly system,” 
says a recent Mo letter, called 
the “New Nation News." 
In recent years, they’ve in­ 
creasingly moved away from 
the industrialized nation’s con­ 
centrating on Africa and Asia. 
One of the Libyan-based group, 
Stephen Bruce Ferguson from 
Iowa, says: 
“This is the land of the fu­ 
ture. This is where it's all go­ 
ing to be. You know, the Koran 
is not much different from the 
Bible ’’ 
Berg, a recluse who never al­ 
lows himself to be photograph­ 
ed and who now reportedly 
lives in England, recently met 
with 
the 
Libya’s 
President 
Khadafy for nine hours, and 
says they found much in com­ 
mon. 
Both ban alcoholic beverages 
and drugs, claim the poor will 
inherit the earth and object to 
pro-Israel Zionists. Wrote Berg 
of Khadafy: 
"There has not been another 
such worldly political leader in 
modern times as this young 
prophet of the seemingly im­ 
possible There has hardly been 
such a Godly world political 
leader since the days of his 
own prophet Mohammed...and 
the prophets of ancient times, 
including 
Jesus."

Informal 1960 recording to 
benefit Audie Murphy family 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - 
When Harry Nilsson made an 
informal recording in Holly­ 
wood in 1990, he had no idea 
the material would benefit the 
family of the late actor and 
World War II hero Audie Mur­ 
phy 17 years later. 
Thanks to the generosity of 
Nilsson and the thoughtfulness 
of Nashville record producer 
Scotty Turner, proceeds from 
the current album “Nilsson: 
Early Tymes” will go to Mur­ 
phy's widow and two sons. 
Nilsson agreed to release the 
previously unused material out 
of respect for Turner, who got 
him started recording. Turner, 
in turn, wants to help out the 
Murphy family because he and 
Murphy were close friends be­ 
fore Murphy died in a 1971 
plane crash near Roanoke, Va. 
“This shows Harry Nilsson is 
a superstar in his heart as well 
as in music,” Turner said. 
Although Murphy was a suc­ 
cessful actor as well as a song- 


writer, his estate is tied up in 
litigation. So Turner particular­ 
ly wants to help Murphy’s elder 
son, Terry, 25, who aspires to 
be a singer or songwriter. 
“If you can’t help out your 
best friend’s son, you’re not too 
good of a person,” said Turner, 
who has produced more than 70 
acts in his 20-year career. 
Murphy and Turner wrote 18 
songs together, including “Shut­ 
ters And Boards,” recorded by 
Jerry Wallace and Dean Mar­ 
tin, and “When The Wind 
Blows In Chicago,” recorded by 
Roy Clark. 
“Audie couldn’t carry a tune 
in a bucket but he was a magi­ 
cian with words,” Turner re­ 
called. 
They were such close friends 
that Murphy was the godfather 
to Turner’s daughter and gave 
Turner some of his war med­ 
als. 
“He wasn’t pompous,” Turn­ 
er said. “He never claimed he 
was a great actor and didn’t 


like to watch his own pictures.” 
Nilsson, who was 17 when the 
album was recorded, met Turn­ 
er in Los Angeles just before 
the informal recording session. 
“I was hanging around a pub­ 
lisher's office and there was a 
kid there with a guitar between 
his knees,” Turner recalled. 
“He said he sang and wrote, so 
we went into a music room and 
he was the best I’d ever 
heard.” 
Turner later took him to vari­ 
ous music companies. Nine 
years later, after winning a 
Grammy Award for “Every­ 
body’s Talkin',” Nilsson wrote 
to Turner: “I owe you my be­ 
ginning.” 
Hien two years ago, the 
unused tapes turned up from 
Nilsson’s 1960 recording session

Mitchell addresses Kiwanis 


Robert Mitchell Jr. of Mitchell

Independent Insurance Agents 
of Missouri (IIAM), becked the 
example of a lawnmower 
manufacturer who was held 
liable for injuries resulting from 
an incident in which two men 
picked up a lawnmower and 
used it to trim a hedge. 


He pointed out that under new 
legal interpretations, the seller 
or manufacturer of a product is 
asked to guarantee safety for 
the user, regardless of die 
negligence of the user. 
The speaker added that 
products have been subject to 
litigation regardless of their 
age. One St. Louis firm, for 
example, was recently named 
the defendant in a suit based on 
an injury caused by a machine 
that was almost 100 years old. 


He said manufacturers are 
being held liable in cases where 
their products have been im­ 
properly 
maintained, 
or 
modified by the owner. 
The 
public’s 
increasing 
propensity to sue is evidenced in 
the number of liability suits, 
which have increased from 
about 40,000 a year in the 1990’s, 
to hundreds of thousands a year 
by the early 1970’s. And to make 
matters worse, in 1972 the 
average award in such cases 
was over six times greater than 
what it was in 1966, he added. 
The HAM speak«1 said the 
liability explosion is forcing 


business and professional people 
to increase the prices of their 
goods and services in order to 
make up for the higher 
premiums they must now pay 
for product 
liability 
and 
malpractice insurance. 
He said one Missouri firm that 
produces special 
pressure 
release devices has found that 
their liability coverage will 
increase from $5,000 to $145,000 a 
year-if they can get it at all. 
“Despite what some may 
think, insurance companies do 
not pay claims cut of some 
bottomless pool of funds,” he 
said. In 1975, for example, $2 
was either paid or reserved for 
payment of claims by insurance 
companies for every $1 in 
premiums they collected for 
product liability coverage. This 
is the insurance purchased by 
those who make or sell products 
to compensate users who suffer 
injury or damage as a result of 
using that product. 
“We must ail work together to 
obtain relief in the form of in­ 
novative legislation to prevent 
the unfair redistribution of our 
country’s 
economic 
and 
financial resources which is 
resulting from huge awards 
being given to a relatively few 
successful litigants and their 
attorneys,” the speaker con­ 
cluded. 
Among legislative proposals 
and tort reforms he outlined 
which could alleviate the 
problem are: 
— Adoption of a reasonable 
statute of limitations starting 
from the date of the sale of the 
product. 
— Recognition in the courts of 
the “state of the art” when the 
product,was manufactured. 
— Recognition in the courts of 


the accountability of the owner- 
user 
as 
to maintenance, 
operation, supervision, training, 
safety devices, warnings, etc. 
— Limits on the amount of 
lawyers’ contingency fees. 
— Assessment of defense costs 
against plaintiffs when suits are 
found to be without merit.

RUTHERFORD, N.J. (AP) - 
A company here plans to manu­ 
facture a 5-foot-2, 190-pound 
robot that can serve your din­ 
ner, vacuum your rugs, babysit 
for your kids and insult your 
enemies. 
“We’ve programmed the rob­ 
ot to approximate human be­ 
havior. The only limitations to 
what It can do to the boundary 
of imagination and the cost fac­ 
tor,” says Anthony Rdchelt, 
president of Quasar Industries 
Inc/ 
The robot, which the com­ 
pany calls a domestic android, 
has been researched for the 
past eight years and is now in 
the final testing stages. “We’re 
about 22 months away from 
production,” Reichelt said, add­ 
ing the robots will sell for un­ 
der $4,000. 
Quasar’s only business is 
manufacturing 
robots. 
Until 
now, 
the company’s robots 
have been used for animated 
props and as promotional gim­ 
micks. 
“This whole science is in its 
infancy,” Reichelt said. “In­ 
stead of just kidding around 
with promotional things, we’ve 
reached the state of the art to 
come out this summer with a 
paramedic robot.” 
The paramedic robit is con­ 
sidered by some medical au­ 
thorities to be a useful psy­ 
chological tool in dealing with 
autistic children, Reichelt said. 
“We put on a show for kids 
at a hospital in Scranton, Pa., 
last summer. An 11-year-old 
there had been hurt in a car 


accident in which one brother 
was killed and another brother 
seriously injured. The boy re­ 
gained consciousness but re­ 
fused to talk to anyone,” he 
said. 


“We sent the robit in and it 
started talking to the boy.

In this case, the wit­ 
nesses didn’t know what they 
were witnessing. As far as they 
knew, it could have been the 


Declaration of Independence. ” 
“ T hat’s 
rid ic u lo u s,’’ 
responded the executor named 
in Mr. Wimple’s will. “A will is 
as personal as a love affair. If a 
man wants to keep his will en­ 
tirely under wraps so that no one 
will know what they’ll receive 
upon hi death - if anything -- he 
has the absolute right to do it. To 
will or not to will -- that is his 
secret.”

Makowicz Enters U.S. Jazz Scene

“I just finished making an al­ 
bum with Adam Makowicz,” 
says record producer John 
Hammond, who has worked 
with a lot of greats during his 
long, 
distinguished 
career, 
and it’s one of the best al­ 
bums I ever had anything to do 
with.” 
It’s also toe first album made 
in America by Polish jazz pia­ 
nist Makowicz, 37, making his 
first visit here May through 
.July this year. He’s playing at 
the Cookery in Greenwich Vil­ 
lage and exciting a lot of inter­ 
est among New York’s knowl­ 
edgeable jazz fans. 
Hammond says that early 
last summer, “somebody put a 
record by this fellow on my 
desk. I listened to it and imme­ 
diately got in touch with Benny 
Goodman who was going over 
to Poland. I asked him if he’d 
isten to him. Benny never did, 
out he brought back a cassette 
of him playing that was even 
better than what I’d heard on 
the record. 
T really went to work. I got 
tn touch with the International 
Jazz Federation in Eastern Eu­ 
rope. I got Barney Josephson 
interested in booking him at the 
Cookery. I got Willis Conover of 
die Voice of America to hear 
him and a CBS lawyer in on it 
and we got working papers and 
an exit visa for him.” 
Makowicz, speaking between 
sets in surprisingly good Eng­ 
lish, says papers permitting 
him to work in America are 
harder to come by than an exit 
visa from Poland. “There are 
hundreds of American musi­ 
cians playing all over Europe 
with never any problem. But 
the American musicians’ union 
doesn’t like it if a European 
musician wants to play here. 
“England is the second most 
difficult place to get permission 
to work. At a jazz festival in 
Ix)ndon in April I played with 
Clark Terry’s big band, but I 
played only one concert be­ 
cause of the permission prob­ 
lem. 
“There’s no problem for Pol­ 
ish artists to play anywhere. 
Hundreds of Polish musicians 
are playing all over the world.” 
Makowicz plays both in East- 
era and Western Europe. In 
January, when Jazz Forum 
tnagazine polled its readers to 
select “Top People ’77,” there 
were 1,306 replies from 32 coun­ 
tries. Makowicz received 374 
votes to place No. 1 in the Eu­ 
ropean jazz pianist category. 
He

in 
Czech­ 
oslovakia, lives now in Warsaw, 
as do his parents, now retired.

His wife is an economist he 
met on a boat on the way to 
give a concert. 
His mother, a piano teacher, 
taught him classical piano for 
nine years. “I was 7 years old 
when I heard jazz on records 
and radio. From that time, I 
wanted to play only jazz; I 
liked the sound better.” 
Asked about pianists he has 
listened to, Makowicz says, 
“Art Tatum was the greatest. 
Erroll Garner had the greatest 
influence on me.” 
Hammond 
says, 
“Unlike 
what some writers have said, 
Adam is in no way a copy or 
competitor of Art Tatum. You 
can tell he likes Keith Jarrett 
but he has a much better tech­ 
nique than Keith. He was in­ 
fluenced by Tatum, obviously. 
He has been really trying to 
find something of his own and I 
think he has.” 
He started playing outside 
Poland about 10 years ago, 
after making his professional 
debut in Poland, with a group, 
in 1962. For four years he 
worked with Michal Urbaniak 
and his wife, singer Urszula 
Dudziak, in avant-garde style, 
with electric piano. 
Hammond says, “I made Co­ 
lumbia release a record he 
made with Urszula in Switzer­ 
land, called ‘Newborn Light,’ 
that was very avant-garde. I 
didn’t care if it only sold 500 
copies. He’s a master of the 
Fender electronic piano. She 
was singing in quarter tones.” 
However, Makowicz prefers 
the acoustic, grand piano, and 
he likes to play solo. He usually 
gives concerts rather than ap­ 
pearing in clubs. He has made 
about 30 albums in Europe, the 
latest four of them solo albums. 
For his job in New York, in a 
restaurant, 
he 
to 
stressing 


melody, standard tunes, with 
fairly shat treatments of each 
one, and is downplaying hto 
avant-garde side. 
“I want to make it more easy 
for listening,” he says. “It’s not 
the same public as at jazz festi­ 
vals.” 
In Europe, he says, each 
country has one or two very 
good iazz pianists. Jazz in Eu­ 
rope, he says, to considered art 
with a capital A. “At jazz festi­ 
vals, each musician plays s 
new program of hto own com­ 
positions, to show what he has 
to contribute now to jazz.

for the solo piano night at the

The evening 
is dedicated to Erroll Garner. 
He knows English, Makowicz 


says, because that's what musi­ 
cians from many countries 
apeak to each other when they 
meet in Europe. 
When Urbaniak and his wife 
came to America, they stayed. 
Hammond is pleased that Ma­ 
kowicz to returning to Poland. 
“I want to encourage people 
when they come hoe to go 
back.

“I got one hour and 20 min­ 
utes of usable music In a 
three-hour session,” Hammond 
says. “That’s how good he was. 
I just finished editing the al­ 
bum and there’s not one splice 
in toe whole thing.

“He's superbly equipped with 
taste and technique. Columbia 
will release the album In Au­ 
gust or September. We may 
call it ‘Adam’s Cooking.’ But 
that title’s probably not as good 
as he deserves.”

Authorities said 
the fish died because of a lack 
of oxygen caused by warm wa­ 
ter and organic materials in 
the water. 
Those conditions sill exist and 
“pose unusual biological threat 
to the Lake of the Ozarks and 
the Osage River below Bagnell 
Dam,” the department said 
Wednesday. 
"What we need is for the lake 
to settle down and settle out so 
that plant life can start once 
again to kick some oxygen into 
the system,” said Stanley mich- 
eaison, a fisheries biologist 
with the department. 
Michealson said many factors 
probaboly caused the fish kill, 
includng heavy rains which 
washed decomposable material 
into thelake. Such material 
uses up oxygen as it decom­ 
poses, he said. 
In addition, he said turbid 
water, which shuts out sunlight, 
caused the aquatic life to die, 
thus using more oxygen.

Help is on the way 
for utility bill payers

JEFFERSON CITY — The 
heat wave that has parched 
Missouri durii« July may 
make mamoriee of last win­ 
ter’» bitter cold aaem distant. 
But moat of Miaaouri’a elderly 
end poor have constant 
reminders of those freezing 
davs: leftover, unpaid utility 
bills or service that has been 
cutoff. 
The Missouri Department of 
Social Services has drafted a 
plan using $6.1 million of 
federal money to help the 
state’s needy pay utility debts, 
but die department only has 
until Aug. 31 to determine who 
is eligible for the program. 
“This is a one-shot deal,” 
James Bergfalk, deputy 
director of the department, 
says. ‘‘We had very little 
notice to put this program 
together. We were told June 1 
to develop a plan, and at the 
end of August we’ll have to cut 
off applications for the 
money.” 
According to the depart­ 
ment’s plan, which Bergfalk 
believes 
is 
“the 
most 
equitable way to distribute the 
money for the purpose it was 
intended,” utility companies 
wül receive the federal dollars 
and then pass benefits on to 


the state’s poor in the form of 
paid debts and resumed 
service or credit toward 
future utility bills. 
Bergfak said half of the $5.8 
million will be devoted to 
helping poor persons over age 
66, while the other half will 
help poor under 65. 
Because the past winter was 
so severe, Bergfalk said, 
utility rates averaged a lot 
higher throughout Missouri 
than in the 1975-76 winter. The 
department plans to pay, 
through the utility companies, 
each verified applicant the 
difference between his utility 
bills last winter and the bills 
few the 1975-76 winter. 
‘‘Nobody will receive more 
than the amount their bills 
increased from the winter of 
1975-76,” Bergfalk says. 
“If we have established that 
somebody is making less than 
say $2,500, and they managed 
to pay their fuel bills, they had 
to do it at a hardship,” 
Bergfalk adds. 
“That being the case, the 
utility company will credit the 
difference between the two 
winter’s rates toward that 
person’s future bills,” he 
said. 
The plan still awaits ap­ 
proval by the federal Com­ 
munity 
Services 
Ad­ 
ministration, but Bergfalk’s 


staff already has begun to 
inform elderly poor who may 
be eligible for money. He says 
within the next two weeks, the 
state’s counties will be 
notified how much money they 
will receive with which to pay 
utility companies. 
“If we waited to get ap­ 
proval before contacting 
possible eligible participants 
in the program we might not 
get all of the money dis­ 
persed,” Bergfalk says. “I 
think we can distribute all of 
the money.” 
Bergfalk says the depart­ 
ment is mailing letters to poor 
persons that the state already 
assists 
through 
other 
programs informing them of 
their eligibility. Social welfare 
organizations throughout the 
state will be responsible for 
“spreading the word” about 
the program to persons the 
department does not know 
about, 
Bergfalk 
says. 
Bergfalk believes considering 
the short notice, the plan is a 
good one. 
“I know the plan will be 
subject to some criticism and 
there is always some potential 
for fraud, but I’m confident we 
are going about it in the best 
way,” he said. “From the fuel 
supplier’s standpoint, we are 
eliminating bad debt; from 
the consumer’s standpoint, 


payment of bad debt should 
modify any rate increase, and 
those facing cutoff or who 
have been cutoff will keep or 
get their service back.” 
To avoid paying money for 
persons not eligible to receive 
it, Bergfalk says the depart­ 
ment wUl double check its lists 
of eligible persons with the 
utility companies’ lists of 
persons owing payments. 
Bergfalk 
says 
utility 
companies must sign an 
agreement to use the federal 
money to help poor persons 
before they can receive the 
cash. 
“We’ll 
do some 
post 
auditing and some spot 
checking, (to make sure the 
money is used properly) but it 
would be hard to monitor 
everyone,” he says. “We feel 
that if a person felt he should 
get credit (on his utility bills) 
and didn’t, he would contact 
us. 
“We feel that if we had spent 
more time on fraud control, 
we never would get the money 
dispersed. Eveiy government 
reaches a point that it costs 
more money to make sure it 
doesn’t get ripped off than it 
would if they got ripped off a 
little bit,” he said.

The kindergarten is expected to be ready 
for the 1978 school year if voters approve the 
bond issue. 
The new kindergarten has been the 
districts number one priority, Harbin said. 
It will replace aging wooden buildings 
located at Sikeston M emorial Airport. The 
old buildings were orginally constructed as 
m ilitary barracks during World War II. 
D istrict officials freely adm it to worrying 
about the safety of the children in the 
school 
It is a fire hazard, they say, and 
located at the end of a runway. 


The size of the bond issue has not yet been 
determ ined because design work on the 
building has not been completed 
If voters approve the bond issue on Sept.

of the recent past, it would cut the dollar’s value in half in 
about seven years. 
Inflation - built-in, persistent and endemic - remains 
the single most senous threat to the nation's economy, 
and it must not become a matter of complacency.

The Russians seem to have 
seized on the case of the 
Wilmington 10 in the hope of 
distracting the world's attention 
from their own human rights 
violation It's a shrewd tactic;

store— is compelling evidence 
that this North Carolina trial 
was one of those ugly travesties 
that periodically besmirch the 
criminal justice system. 
The burning took place in 1971, 
during a period of high racial 
tension in Wilmington, N.C. The 
original trial jury, which had a 
black majority, was excused 
and replaced by one with a white 
majority. 
Three 
prosecution 
witnesses later recanted the 
testimony that helped send nine 
black men and one shite woman 
to prison Two potentialdefense 
witnesses said that intimidation 
by the prosecution prevented 
them from testifying 
Yet a North Carolina ap­ 
pellate judge has ruled that the 
defendants weren't entitled to a 
new trial because there had 
been no "substantial dental” of 
their rights the first time 
around The defense attorneys 
said they would appeal 
Given this history, at the very 
least there’s reasonable doubt 
that the Wilmington 10 com­ 
mitted the crime for which they 
were convicted At worst, there 
was 
perjured 
testimoney, 
prosectoria! misconduct and 
jucicial intemperance The case 
is a disgrace to American 
justice as well as godsend to 
Soviet propagandists 
It doesn't follow, however, 
that 
President 
Carter's 
criticism of human rights

Cannon Dam safety questioned 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — The General Accounting office U ques­ 
tioning the safety of the Clarence Cannon Dam In northeast 
Missouri, according to a report in Friday’s St. Louis 
Glgbe Democrat, 
GAO investigators found that "defective” fill with excessive 
moisture was used in the dam foundation and "a buried river 
channel" was discovered in the foundation, the GAO said in a 
report to Congress 
The $232 million water project, being built by the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, is one of the state's largest and most costly, 
the newspaper said. 
Assistant Army Secretary Charles R. Ford stated in a letter in 
the GAO report that the design has been altered "as needed" 
during construction "to account for conditions revealed during 
construction to insure a safe product." 
However GAO said: "In our view the question of dam safety 
has not been completely resolved, particularly in light of the 
current concern over dam safety, and will remain so until the 
project is evaluated independently. 
"Therefore we recommend that the secretary of the Army 
obtain an evaluation of the overall safety of the project from an 
expert, independent consultant ”

“ We also need to be open 
and honest with people,” he 
said.

“ The purpose of a treatment 
facility in the first place is to 
manage the most damaging 
substances, and people should 
be told that," he said. “ In the 
past, though, we’ve found that 


often people would rather not 
know where the stuff is going. 
They’d rather not know that 
it’s 
near 
them, 
but 
it’s 
something they should be 
aware of.” 
Eigner said a good way of 
providing public education 
wiU be by holding more public 
hearings while locations are 
being decided. An amendment 
on the bill stipulates that 
treatment centers .cannot be 
located 
closer than 
one- 
quarter 
m ile 
within

residential area. 
Eigner 
said 
the 
public 
hearings will help alleviate 
opposition once people learn 
there is little basis for their 
fears about 
landfills,

Helping solve the problem of 
public opposition will go hand 
in hand with finding the best 
locations for waste treatment 
centers, he said. "We have a 
better and stronger law than 
most other states, and that 
can only work to our ad­ 
vantage.”

This new process, known as 
Gated 
Cardia 
Blood 
Pool 
Imaging 
(GCBPI), 
involves 
injecting radioactive dye into a 
vein in a patient s arm The 
blood flow carries the dye into 
the heart. Doctors can then use a 
computerized machine similar 
to a Geiger counter to determine 
how efficiently the heart pumps 
blood to other parts of the body. 
In 
catheterization, 
dye 
is 
injected into the heart itself by a 
hollow tube that is threaded 
through an artery into the heart. 


“ Several 
research projects 
have gone into developing this 
new process," said Dr. Masood 
Ahmad, 
a 
cardiologist 
at 
Truman Veterans Hospital. “ No 
one person is responsible for 
developing it. We re looking for 
a 
noninvasive 
method 
of 
measuring heart patterns that 
would 
replace 
heart 
catheterization ” Research to 
help perfect 
the process is 
supported by funds from the 
Missouri Heart Association 
Dr Ahmad told a group of 40 
Heart Association fund-raising 
volunteers 
at 
their 
annual 
meeting in Columbia in June 
that 
G C BPI 
has 
several 
potential benefits over cardiac 
catheterization. The patient is 
not exposed to the discomfort 
and risk of minor surgery, and 
also receives less radiation It is 


less co6tly and more convenient 
for the patient since this method 
does 
require 
him 
to 
be 
hospitalized. 
G C BPI 
has 
potential 
ap­ 
plications in all areas of cardiac 
diagnosis. But cardiologists are 
hopeful that it will play a major 
role in the diagnosis of a ven­ 
tricular 
aneurysm 
and 
its 
severity. An aneurysm is a 
bulging out of the heart muscle 
wall, caused when scar tissue 
that forms following a major 
heart 
attack 
is 
not strong 
enough to resist the pressure 
within the heart. The heart with 
an 
aneurysm 
may 
become 
inefficient at pumping blood. 
Blood that normally would be 
pushed into arteries backs up 
into the lungs. The lungs then 
become congested, causing the 
patient to become short of 
breath. 
About 20 per cent of heart 
attack 
patients 
develop 
aneurysms, but most do not 
cause problems that are serious 
enough 
to 
be 
corrected 
surgically. And not all patientts 
who are 
operated on 
for 
aneurysms 
benefit from the 
operation. 
A 
procedure 
developed in 1975 by Medical 
Center 
cardiologists 
allows 
physicians to be selective as to 
which patients will benefit frorfi 
surgery. By measuring 
the 
volume

aneurysm, and that pumped by 
the remainder of the heart, the 
function of the heart after the 
aneurysm has been removed 
can 
be 
predicted 
Heart 
catheterization 
and

techniques are required for this 
procedure, which is now used in 
many medical centers around 
the country. 
Medical Center 
cardiologists 
hope 
that

GCBPI process may replace 
cardiac catheterization in the 


exploration 
of 
ventricular 
aneurysms. 
Cardia care facilities at the 
Vaterans 
Hospital 
and 
the 
Medical Center were toured by 
the Heart Association volun­ 
teers, as they followed the case 
history of a man who had un­ 
dergone surgical treatment for 
ventricular aneurysms at the 
Medical Center in November, 
1975. 
Russell Metzger, a 75-year-old 
farmer from Moberly, had a 
massive 
heart 
attack 
in 
February, 
1975, 
and 
three 
months later, developed two 
large aneurysms on the left side 
of his heart. Using the method 
developed 
at 
the 
Medical 
Center, in doctors found that he 
would benefit from removal of 
the aneurysms, and that one of 
the aneurysms was of a very 
rare type which was about to 
rupture. 


“ I think I’m a pretty lucky old 
boy to be alive today,” Metzger 
said at the Heart Association 
meeting. “ I ’m on top of the 
world.” 
In the future, the medical 
center and Veterans Hospital 
cardiologists hope that many 
persons like Metzger will benefit 
from the measurement of heart 
volume and from the GCBPI 
process. 
‘‘Behind advances like these 
which have been developed here 
are years of basic research by 
many 
investigators,” 
Dr. 
Richard Martin, director of the

Metzger’s cardiologist at the 
Medical Center, told the Heart 
Association 
volunteers. 
“ Without the knowledge ob­ 
tained from basic research over 
the years, we would not have the 
practical applications which you 
have seen here today.”

MODESTO, Calif. <AP) - In­ 
ternational charities which try 
to nourish people in starving 
nations often fight a losing bat­ 
tle, but one group has a method 
that comes close to providing a 
perpetual source of food. 
When a Heifer Project Inter­ 
national plane lands in an un­ 
derdeveloped country, a herd of 
cows strolls down the ramp. 
The 
theory 
is to provide 
unending sustenance, according 
to Bill Peck, director of Heif­ 
er’s Pacific Central Regional 
Office here. He said farm ma­ 
chinery and equipment may 
break down, crops may fail, 
supplies of food and medicine 
may run out ... 
“But cows give milk until 
they die, provide offspring to 
keep up the supply and serve 
as catalysts around which com­ 
munity development can hap­ 
pen.” 
Heifer's 40-year history abou 
nds with examples that support 
Beck’s claim Cattle shipped to 
the Japanese island of Hok­ 
kaido in the early 1960s spaw­ 


ned that country’s booming 
dairy industry, Beck said. 
And on a smaller but no less 
dramatic level, 10 head of cat­ 
tle flown to a mountain village 
near 
Pusan. Korea, several 
years ago have grown to a herd 
of 300, triggering construction 
of a milk products plant that 
revived the area’s economy.

Exiles from the cult phe­ 
nomenon in the United States, 
some members of the group 
are receiving moral and mate 
rial support from Libya in their

Col. Khadafy, who has made 
the Koran the base of Libyan 
law, was interested enough in 
the movement to meet several 
times with its leaders, to house 
them for a period, and even to 
write a song which the “chil­ 
dren” have performed through­ 
out the country, and in their 
communes in other lands 
They now 
spell his name 
“Godhafi,” to do him special 
honors and see him as a Christ- 
like or Mohammed-like figure 
“Do as I do I pray to God 
I'm very happy because I found 
the road with Allah. Allah, Al­ 
lah,” says the first verse of 
Khadafy’s song It is addressed 
to the industrialized nations of 
the world, and goes on 
“You hate Negros 
You do 
not pray. You are not good 
You have lost your way Your 
life is falsehood Without Allah, 
Allah, Allah ” 
Although few of the Children 
of God speak Arabic, their well- 
kempt, 
clean shaven 
habits 
have made them something of 
a hit in Libya with their guitar- 
strumming 
and 
flute-playing 
hand 
They performed recently at 
an international fair, and give 
shows at local restaurants, with 
opening pieces such as “Chuk 
ran Allah” 'Thank you Allah) 
and the old U.S. hit, “Bye. Bye, 
Miss American Pie,” which 
they regard as a theme song 
for their gradual exodus from 
the United States, which they 
have declared doomed 
The movement was started 
about 1969 by a Californian 
named David Berg, whom his 
followers regard as a prophet 
and call Moses His “Mo” let­ 
ters anticipate a violent end to 
developed nations 
The group, which settled tern 
poranly in Texas, gradually 
spread elsewhere They change 
their names, adopting Scriptur­ 


al identities, getting support 
from merchants, parents, street 
donations and sales of “Mo” 
letters. 
They’ve appeared at various 
public 
places, 
including 
the 
United 
Nations, 
dressed 
in 
sackcloth, their faces daubed 
with ashes, symbolizing the 
coming doom. 
They have a French pop mu­ 
sical group, “Les Enfants de 
Dieu,“ which has produced sev­

records,

they’ve 
recorded commercial cassettes 
in 
Brazil 
They 
have 
dis- 
coteques in Rome and Athens 
and run an antidrug center in 
Amsterdam. 
Berg claims the group has 
250.000 
converts 
worldwide, 
with 5,000 full-time workers in 
“colonies” proselytizing in 60 
countries But they’ve run into 
considerable 
opposition. 
in­ 
cluding accusations of “brain­ 
washing” in the United States 
and have been expelled from 
Lebanon and Madagascar. 
“We are the first children's 
crusade and probably the last 
one before God's destruction of 
this wickedly wordly system .” 
says a recent Mo letter, called 
the “ New Nation News.” 
In recent years, they've in­ 
creasingly moved away from 
the industrialized nation's con­ 
centrating on Africa and Asia 
One of the Libyan-based group. 
Stephen Bruce Ferguson from 
Iowa, says: 
"Thus is the land of the fu­ 
ture This is where it’s all go­ 
ing to be You know, the Koran 
is not much different from the

Berg, a recluse who never al­ 
lows himself to he photograph­ 
ed and who now

lives in England, recently met

Khadafy for nine hours, and 
says they found much in com­

Both ban alcoholic beverages 
and drugs, claim the poor will 
inherit the earth and object to 
pro-Israel Zionists Wrote Berg 
of Khadafy:

wood in 1960, he had no idea 
the m aterial would benefit the 
family of the late actor and 
World W ar II hero Audie Mur­ 
phy 17 years later 
Thanks to the generosity of 
Nilsson and the thoughtfulness 
of Nashville record producer 
Scotty Turner, proceeds from 
the current album “ Nibson: 
Early Tym es” will go to Mur­ 
phy's widow and two sons. 
Nilsson agreed to release the 
previously unused material out 
of respect for Turner, who got 
him started recording. Turner, 
in turn, wants to help out the 
Murphy family because he and 
Murphy were close friends be­ 
fore Murphy died in a 1971 
plane crash near Roanoke, Va 
"This shows Harry Nilsson is 
a superstar in his heart as well 
as in music,” Turner said 
Although Murphy was a suc­ 
cessful actor as well as a song 


writer, his estate is tied up in 
litigation So Turner particular­ 
ly wants to help Murphy’s elder 
son, Terry, 25, who aspires to 
be a singer or songwriter 
"If you can't help out your 
best friend s son. you’re not too 
good of a person," said Turner, 
who has produced more than 70 
acts in his 20-year career 
Murphy and Turner wrote 18 
songs together, including "Shut­ 
ters And Boards,” recorded by 
Jerry Wallace and Dean M ar­ 
tin. 
and 
"When

Blows In Chicago,” recorded by 
Roy Clark. 
"Audie couldn’t carry a tune

A company here plans to manu­ 
facture a 5-foot-2, 180-pound 
robot that can serve your din­ 
ner, vacuum your rugs, babysit 
for your kids and insult your 
enemies. 
"We’ve programmed the rob­ 
ot to approximate human be­ 
havior. The only limitations to 
what it can do is the boundary 
of imagination and the cost fac­ 
tor,” says Anthony Reichelt, 
president of Quasar Industries 
Inc/ 
The robot, which the com­ 
pany calls a domestic android, 
has been researched for the 
past eight years and is now in 
the final testing stages “We're 
about 22 months away from 
production,” Reichelt said, add­ 
ing the robots will sell for un­ 
der $4,000. 
Quasar's 
only 
business 
is 
manufacturing 
robots 
Until 
now, 
the 
company's 
robots 
have been used for animated 
props and as promotional gim­ 
micks 
“This whole science is in its 
infancy." Reichelt said. “In­ 
stead of just kidding around 
with promotional things, we've 
reached the state of the art to 
come out this summer with a 
paramedic robot.” 
The paramedic robit is con­ 
sidered by some medical au­ 
thorities to be a useful psy­ 
chological tool in dealing with 
autistic children. Reichelt said 
"We put on a show for kids 
at a hospital in Scranton, Pa., 
last summer 
An 11-year-old 
there had been hurt in a car 


accident in which one brother

JEFFERSON CITY — The 
heat wave that has parched 
Missouri during July may 
make memories of last win­ 
ter’s bitter cold seem distant. 
But most of Missouri’s elderly 
and 
poor 
have 
constant 
reminders of those freezing 
days: leftover, unpaid utility 
bills or service that has been 
cutoff. 
The Missouri Department of 
Social Services has drafted a 
plan using $5.8 million of 
federal money to help the 
state's needy pay utility debts, 
but the department only has 
until Aug. 31 to determine who 
is eligible for the program. 
“This is a one-shot deal,” 
James 
Bergfalk, 
deputy 
director of the department, 
says. “We had very little 
notice to put this program 
together. We were told June 1 
to develop a plan, and at the 
end of August we’ll have te cut 
off 
applications 
for 
the 
money.” 
According to the depart­ 
ment’s plan, which Bergfaik 
believes 
is 
“the 
most 
equitable way to distribute the 
money for the purpose it was 
intended,” utility companies 
will receive the federal dollars 
and then pass benefits on to 


the state’s poor in the form of 
paid 
debts 
and 
resumed 
service 
or 
credit 
toward 
future utility bills. 
Bergfalk said half of the $5.8 
million will be devoted to 
helping poor persons over age 
65, while the other half will 
help poor under 65. 
Because the past winter was 
so severe, 
Bergfalk 
said, 
utility rates averaged a lot 
higher throughout Missouri 
than in the 1975-76 winter. The 
department plans to pay, 
through the utility companies, 
each verified applicant the 
difference between his utility 
tails last winter and the bills 
for the 1975-76 winter. 
“Nobody will receive more 
than the amount their bills 
increased from the winter of 
1975-76,” Bergfalk says. 
“If we have established that 
somebody is making less than 
say $2.500, and they managed 
to pay their fuel bills, they had 
to do it at a hardship,” 
Bergfalk adds. 
“That being the case, the 
utility company will credit the 
difference between the two 
winter’s rates toward that 
person's future bills,” 
he 
said. 
The plan still awaits ap­ 
proval by the federal Com­ 
m unity 
S e rv ic e s 
Ad­ 
ministration, but Bergfalk’s 


staff already has begun to 
inform elderly poor who may 
be eligible for money. He says 
within the next two weeks, the 
state's 
counties 
will 
be 
notified how much money they 
will receive with which to pay 
utility companies. 
"If we waited to get ap­ 
proval 
before 
contacting 
possible eligible participants 
in the program we might not 
get all of the money dis­ 
persed,” Bergfalk says. “I 
think we can distribute all of 
the money.” 
Bergfalk says the depart­ 
ment is mailing letters to poor 
persons that the state already 
assists 
through 
other 
programs informing them of 
their eligibility. Social welfare 
organizations throughout the 
state will be responsible for 
“spreading the word” about 
the program to persons the 
department does not know 
about, 
Bergfalk 
says. 
Bergfalk believes considering 
the short notice, the plan is a 
good one. 
“I know the plan will be 
subject to some criticism and 
there is always some potential 
for fraud, but I’m confident we 
are going about it in the best 
way,” he said. “From the fuel 
supplier’s standpoint, we are 
eliminating bad debt; from 
the consumer’s standpoint, 


payment of bad debt should 
modify any rate increase, and 
those facing cutoff or who 
have been cutoff will keep or 
get their service back.” 
To avoid paying money for 
persons not eligible to receive 
it, Bergfalk says the depart­ 
ment will double check its lists 
of eligible persons with the 
utility companies’ lists of 
persons owing payments. 
Bergfalk 
says 
utility 
companies 
must 
sign 
an 
agreement to use the federal 
money to help poor persons 
before they can receive the 
cash. 


“ We’ll 
do 
some 
post 
auditing 
and 
some 
spot 
checking, (to make sure the 
money is used properly) but it 
would be hard to monitor 
everyone,” he says. “We feel 
that if a person felt he should 
get credit (on his utility bills) 
and didn't, he would contact 
us. 
“We feel that if we had spent 
more time on fraud control, 
we never would get the money 
dispersed. Every government 
reaches a point that it costs 
more money to make sure it 
doesn’t get ripped off than it 
would if they got ripped off a 
little bit,” he said.
